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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the amendment filed on December 19, 2008, which has been 
fully considered in this action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Doherty in view of 
Crovato et al. 

Doherty discloses an electrostatically atomizing device comprising a tank 28; capillary 
carrier 44 with a pointed end 46; first electrode 50; and second electrode 54/56, except for the 
cation exchanger. Crovato et al discloses a cation exchanger 1 1 0 used to remove ions from a 
liquid. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to provide an cation exchanger in the apparatus of Doherty in order to 
remove an ion impurities before spraying the work piece, as taught by Crovato et al, which could 
be provided between the tank and the liquid feed line. The apparatus of Doherty is capable of 
dispensing water. 
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As to the particles being a nanometer size, it has been held that discovering an optimum 
value of a result effective variable involves only routine skill in the art. In re Boesch, 617 F.2d 
272, 205 USPQ 215 (CCPA 1980). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2, 3 and 5-7 are allowed. 

5. Claim 4 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 has been considered but are moot in view 
of the new ground(s) of rejection.
